ally submitted. 
All that is known officially is that a 
treaty was concluded by Secretary Olney 
and Sir Julian Pauncefote and sent to 
the senate. 
It then went into executive 
session, *0 that no official information 
has been given as to the amendment* 
made and the final action taken. 
The 
secrecy of executive session doe* not per­ 
mit the state department or the British 
government to be notified as to what 
has occurred. 
It is felt to be due to the 
other contracting party to the 
treaty 
that some notice should be given as to 
what lias been done, and as to the form 
of the treaty when it was rejected. 
In 
case the senate never should make its 
action known, the last official record of 
the treaty would be its submission to 
the senate four months ago.

Terrible Slaughter

“The Turkish army to­ 
night is bivouacking in the 18 vilUig«*8 
surrounding Pliarsalos, captured from 
the Greeks.

Increased 
harmony in republican 


rank* and increaaed di#aen*ion8 among 


democrats are the leading features ot 


this week’s developments in Washing­ 


ton. 
The republican member* of the 


senate finance committee, who haye 


been laboriously engaged upon the 


tariff bill.hayeexercised such good judg­ 


ment and tact in shaping the bill that 


there is reason to belieye that every 


republican vote and the vote, ef erery 
man who in past 
years co-operated 


with the party will be for the bill, and 


this insures its early passage and enact­ 
ment as a law. 
W hile this drift toward 


harmony is clearly apparent among the 


republicans, the mad rush in the direc­ 


tion of party dissensions is even more 


a «paraat among the democrats. Half of 


the members of that party in the house 


b ive chosen to follow the leadership ot 


that most erratic and extrem e of the 


populist leaders, Jerry Simpson, while 


the other half have fallen into line be­ 


hind Congressman Bailey,thus absolu­ 


tely dividing in two equal factions the 


democratic party in the house of repre­ 


sentatives. 
W hen it is remembered 


that there is still a third faction of the 


p irty in the Cleveland element, and 


even a fourth in that wing of the party 


which is now supporting protection, it 


will be seen that th(> divisions are such 


as to leave the democratic party 
in a 


very much distracted condition, while 


the republicans are not onlj thoroughly 


h irmonious. but bringing back into 


their ranks, on the tariff question,those 


who temporarily alienated themselves 


on currency issues. 


THK DIVIDED DEMOCRACY. 


The important feature of the week 
was the test vote in the lim^e on Jerry 


8:mpson’s demand that the Spe iker 


should appoint the committees 
This 


had been a troublesome question to 


the democracy, for that element which 


lhvored co-operation with the populists 


in the last campaign had clung to 


S mpson and supported his demand, 


while Mr. Bailey, who was the demo­ 


cratic caucus nominee for the speaker- 


»hip, has opposed Simpson’s proposi­ 


tion. 
This had already cieated a divi­ 


sion between the members of the party 


favoring a continuance of the alliance 


with the populists and those who were 
opposed to further association with this 


element 
of American politics. 
The 


feeling between these two factions had 


grown intense, and the final struggle 


came in the vote on a motion to require 
the speaker to appoint committees. 


Upon this motion one half of the demo­ 
crats voted with Bailey after he had 


made a strong appeal to the democrats 


in the house to 
cease quarrelling 


among themseves, while the other half 
voted with Simpson. 
It thus appears 


that the democratic party in the house 
is split squarely in the middle upon 


the question of further co-operation 


with the populists. 
This is especially 
interesting in view of the fact that all 


the democrats in the house belong to 


that wing of the democracy which sup- 


pnrted the Bryan ticket in 1896. 
This 


make« it apparant that even the Bryan 


wing of the party is split in the middle.

ly from incompetent doctors and they 


propose to use all the power at their 


command to put an end to irregular 


practice. 
Inasmuch as those physicians 


who are refused a license have a right 


under the law to appeal to the circuit 


court, it seems likely that the courts 
may have their hands full in reviewing 


the work of the medical board.

not hold a diploma from some college 


in good repute in the profession 
1'hey 


declare that Indiana bas euftered great 


ly from incompetent doctors and they 


propose to use all the power at their 


command to put an end to irregular 


practice. 
Inasmuch as those physicians 


who are refused a license have a right 


under the law to appeal to the circuit 


court, it seems likely that the court* 


may have their hands full in reviewing 


the work of the medical board.
